Do you have an hour to make 
someone's day? 

Every day here in Western South Dakota the elderly 
and disabled people depend on Meals Program for 
nutritious food and other needed services. Volunteers 
make it possible for these services to enhance the lives 
of the homebound. Delivering meals to the 
homebound is the on-going volunteer opportunity 
with the Meals Program. Volunteers come from all 
walks of life: individuals, couples, retirees, stay-at- 
home moms, home school groups, office groups, civic 
groups, church groups and students with 
transportation. Delivering meals is more than just a 
life-giving meal...volunteers provide a vital link to 
those they serve to the outside community. For many 
clients, the few minutes they have with a volunteer 
are their only face-to-face contact with someone all 
day. By participating, you can make a difference! 

Most volunteer drivers deliver one noontime a 
week, Monday - Friday. Volunteers pick up meals at 
the Main kitchen distribution site. Volunteers deliver 
an average of 10 - 15 meals in their geographical area. 
Delivery takes approximately one hour. Volunteers 
provide their own transportation. Delivery time is 
from 10:45am for approximately one hour. 

GROUP OPPORTUNITIES - "Make Their Day in ... 
60 Minutes." Many individuals in groups, church, 
civic, fraternity, sorority, and office groups, join 
together to deliver meals. Local groups deliver a 
weekly route and someone from the group will 
deliver one time a month to staff the route weekly.
